It declares only the 
hninoi tal truths of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendei ice, that all men are born fiee and 
equal. Can anything be plainer than that 
this 13 in act of the purest wisdom and jus- 
tice ? Can any one doubt its intent to sub- 
Btantis te the doctrine of popular liberty ?— 
Can a: ly one doubt that the enemies of such 
a provision are friends of despotism? Yet 
the Democratic leaders are fighting this salu- 
tary measure. Is it too much to say that they 
-are doing it in the interest of party alone, and 
that it is the ally of despotism ? Not the black 
man alone, nor the Chinamen, nor the man 
shaded with a "visible admixture," is obnox- 
ious to its leaders.
